Senator White Speaks of 
the Finances, 


How He Accounts for the Present 
Monetary. Crisis. 


California Sympathises With the 
Silver States. 


The Los Angeles Statesman Makes 
a Great Hit. 


Senator Peffer Wants a Bureau of Loans—A 
Plea for the Cloture—The House 
and the Federa! Election 
Laws.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(BY the 
Associated Press.) A very prominent 
Democrat on the Ways and Means 
Committee says that a new tariff bili 
will be completed within a month. If 
Congress is still in session, it will be 
immediately presented. The Democrats 
on the committee feel that, in view of 
the unrest among the business men on 
account of the proposed revision, the 
new schedules ought to be made known 
as soon as possible, so that business 
can sooner adjust itself to the new 
conditions. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE. — Sena- 
tor Peffer introduced a bill creating a 
bureau of loans similar to his bill of 
1892. 

Senator Platt introduced his amend- 
ment to the rules providing for the 
cloture. He addressed the Senate in 
favor of its adoption. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts said 
that some years ago he introduced a 
method of dealing with the cloture, 
and he asked that his plan be referred 


with Mr. Piatt’s resolution to the Com;. 


mittee on Rules as a substitute for it. 

On Senator Teller’s motion the reso- 
lution and substitute went over till to- 
morrow morning. 

Senator White of California then ad- 
dressed the Senate on the repeal bill. 

Senator White began by quoting 
from Daniel Webster, to the effect that 
gold and silver at the rates fixed by 
Congress constitute the legal standard 
of values in this country; that neither 
Congress nor any State has authority 
to establish any other standard. He 
then proceeded to the discussion of the 
cause of the present depression, and 
said he believed it resulted from im- 
provident tariff legislation in the past, 
and from the illogical and unnatural 
treatment which silver had received. 
He conceded that the prospect of. a 
new tariff naturally affected matters 
in a degree; those surroundings pro- 
duced a want of confidence. 

. He denied, however, that the country 
had been singularly prosperous during 
the antecendent years. He showed 
from the census returns the increase 
$13,000,000,000 of private mortgage in- 
debtedness, exclusive of railroads, as 
a result of years ‘of operation of our 
laws. 
gold in the world to defray one-hal 
that the entire 
stock of gold and silver would be in- 
sufficient to meet it. He remarked that 
although it had been urged our credit 
system was beneficent, he was _ re- 
minded the laborer or farmer never 
received much benefit from credits. The 
farmer’s mortgage and the grocery bill 
must be met, come what may. 

- He also called attention to the fact 
that, in the Western States especially, 
the percentage of farmers who are ten- 
ants had increased wjth alarming ra- 
pidity, and out of all proportion to 
the increase in population. 

He criticised the high protection pol- 
icy as responsible for the unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth. He declared that 
the Democratic party was pledged to 
reform the tariff. He regretted the 
President had not recommended imme- 
diate action with reference to the tar- 
iff, and declared that he whs sonie- 
what astonished at the attitude of 
those Republicans who were so loud in 
their denunciation of the British lion 
when the tariff issue was before the 
country, and who busied themselves 
caressing the beast. He claimed that 
the action of the International Mone. 
tary Conference, held in Europe thirty 
years ago, and the declaration of our 
own delegates, and the statement of 
Sherman in favor of a single standard, 
had much to do with the present com- 
plications. He then analyzed the plat- 
forms of both parties bday) the silver 
question. He forcibly “argued _that 
those in favor of repealing the Sher-’ 
man bill, without amendment looking 
to a G@ouble standard, and in the face 
of the platform promising a double 
standard should be maintained, ane 
both metals treated alike, had directly 
violated a solemn obligation. 

He referred to the statement of the 
President in his message that the time 
had come when silver and gold must 
part company, and contrasted it with 
the staternent by Wilson, the author of 
the House bill, who argued the object 
af the pending bill was to rehabilitate 
silver. Senator White made a very 
careful and full comparison, showing 
the circumstances were not such as to 
justify the belief that there was a sur- 

lus of silver. The statistical informa- 
tion up this subject was very com- 
plete. He called attention to the pro- 
duction and stock of gold in the world 
at various” times. It demonstrated 


‘that the production of silver did not 
‘leyeate near the difference that existed 


‘when California and Australia were 
supplying the world with immense 
quantities of gold. | 

He then examined the question as 


He said there was not enough / 


to whether or not gold has appreciated. 
He cited many instances and drew 
many conclusions to sustain the claim 
that silver had held its own, while 
gold, in consequence of our unfavor- 
able legislation to silver, uad appre- 
ciated. He claimed that all the silver 
product had been fully absorbed. He 
quoted Senator Allison and others as 
admitting the depreciation was not in 
any respect due to overproduction. 

He attacked the action of our gov- 
ernment in redeeming bonds which 
were payable in gold and silver by pay- 
ment in gold. He «met the argument 
that silver was too bulky to handle by 
declaring if that material were treated 
as gold is treated its weight would be 
an immaterial factor. He asserted that 
the people in the Eastern States did 
not handle gold, and many of them did 
not know it at sight. He had brought 
it East on several occasions and found 
it difficult to dispose of it. He men- 
tioned some amusing in 
this regard. 

Mr. White declared 'e did not un- 
deretaml why any friend of silver ex- 
pected relief from the administration 
or from those acting with it. He said 
a majority of the. Democratic members 
of the Senate were for silver, but that 
three-fourths of the Republicans were 
against it; that the Democracy could 
expect nothing good from a combina- 
tion of a fragment of its membership 
with the Republican organization. He 
declared California was not depending 
in any sense upon silver.. She always 
had been the leading gold State of the 
Union, but he and the people whom he 
represented sympathized with thé sil- 
ver States. Continuing, he affirmed the 
belief that the power of the people 
would ultimately settle all questions 
rightly. He declared that, although 
he opposed the. pending measure, still, 
if it became a law, he was satisfied 
that, ‘ notwithstanding its ill effects, 
the immense resources and patriotism 
of the United States would detect the 
error and apply the remedy. + 

When Senator White concluded Sen- 
ator George, who was entitled to the 
floor, said he preferred to go on in the 
morning, being ill. Senator Voorhees 
moved that the pending amendment 
(Peffer’s) be d on the table, and de- 
manded the yeas and nays. 

Pending the motion Senator Butler 
of South Carolina moved an executive 
session. Senator. Teller suggested the 
absence of a quorum, but when it was 


he moved that the Senate adjourn. 
The yeas and nays were demanded 
and taken, and the Senate refused to 
adjourn. 

Senator Butler’s motion to go into 
executive session was voted down. 
Senator Teller moved that the Senate 
adjourn, and Senator Voorhees again 
asked for a vote on the pending amend- 
ment, but, after some discussion, both 
amendments were withdrawn. 

Senator Voorhees asked whether 
there was any time in the calender 
when the opponents of repeal would 

gree to take a vote on any proposi- 
ion connected with th subject. The 
Senator from Cdlorado (Teller) had 
said there were fifteen Senators who 
desired to speak. Would he agree,asked 
Voorhees, that, after a fifteen days’ de- 
bate, one day to each Senator, a vote 
should be taken. 

Senator Teller replied that he did 
not feel authorized to speak for the 
other Senators. Senator Voorhees then 
put it in the form of a request, to 
which Senator Wolcott of cpetorado ob- 
jected. 

Senator ‘Morgan of Alabama ae ad- 
dressed - the Senate™ on- the pending 
amendment. 

At 7:15 p.m. Senator Voorhees moved 
to go into executive session, and at 
7:35 the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—The error of the journal 
clerk, which incorporated in 
Speaker Crisp’s rulings, yesterday, re- 
fusing to entertain certain motions for 
the reason they were “dilatory,” gave 
a good deal of satisfaction to Reed of 
y/Maine. After the Speaker examined the 
journal, however, and upon the state- 
ment that it did not reflect his rul- 
ings, Mr. Reed made no objections to 
its correction. 

Against the protest of Republicans 
and three Democrats, the House Com- 
mittee on Rules this morning decided 
the order. for two weeks would be $de- 
bate on the Federal Elections Law Re- 
peal Bill, and then a vote. The Re- 
publicans wanted to postpone the time 
for beginning and ending the debate. 
When the order was reported, and the 
previous question was called for, Mr. 
Reed demanded the yeas and nays to 
determine whether the Democrats had 
a quorum. 

By a good deal of effort, the Demo- 
crats barely succeeded in mustering «a 
quorum, and the previous question was 
ordered by a vote of 175 to 42. Thirty 
minutes was allowed for debate. Ex- 
Speaker Reed called up the correctness 
of Speaker Crisp’s ruling yesterday. 

“I know,” said he, “‘that the Demo- 
cratic party has no desiré to establish 
the one-man power, but the proposi- 
tion established by the ruling, yester- 
day, giving the Committee on Rules 
power to originate legislation, and mak- 
ing it unamendable by the House, has 
no parallel except under the first con- 
sulate in France.” 

Gen. Catchings, in a strong reply, 
pointed out that Reed misunderstood 
the meaning and intent of the rules 
adopted by the House. A vote was then 
taken on the adoption of the report, and 
it was adopted; yeas, 179; nays, 3.

MADE 


Train-robbers Who Did 
Not Rob. 


A Well-planned Attack That Was 
Frastrated. 


Three of the Guilty 
Arrested. 

Gallant Work of an Old-time 
Brakeman. 


Parties 


Condition of the Wounded Trainmen—A Posse 
Out—No Money Secured by the Raf- 
_, fians—Confession by One of 
: the Latter.

CENTRALIA (Ill.,) Sept. 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) It goes on record 
for once that a well-planned train- 
robbery failed .of success. At midnight 
when the New Orleans limited from 
Chicago reached here four men _ se- 
creted themselves on top of the express 
car, and, when the train stopped at a 
coal chute a short distance further on 
to take coal, the robbers jumped down 
and over the tender, calling on the en- 
gineer and fireman to throw up their 
hands. Instead of doing so they made 
for the robbers, who fled, after wound- 
ing both severely. 

The robbers then attacked the ex- 
press car, firing numerous shots 
through the door, the express messen- 
ger and conductor, who happened to 
be in the car, replying in kind, till the 
door was full of holes. The robbers 
finally broke open the door with a 
sledge “hammer, and, letting themselves 


down over the top of the car with 
grappling irons, renewed e fighting 
with the messenger and conductor, 


who, in the meantime§ barricaded 
themselves behind the boxes and ham- 
pers. While this was going on a brake- 
man warned the passengers, who pro- 
ceeded to conceal their valuables. 

Among the passengers was an old- 
time brakeman, Jake Sariders of Du- 
quoin, who had a shotgun. He went 
at- once to the express car and suc- 
ceeded in bringing down one of the 
robbers with a well-aimed shot. See- 
ing the game was up, the other rob- 
bers fled, having secured nothing. It 
is understood that there was a large 
amount of money in the express safe, 
It is thought the wounded robber will 
die. His name is D. L. Jones of Ox- 
ford Mills, Iowa, evidently a railroad 
man, as he carried a card from the 
Order of Railway Trainmen, issued at 
Chicago, and a switchman’s card from 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa. Fe at 
Kansas City. 

In the melee Enzineer Young re- 
ceived a bullet in the shoulder, coming 
out at the elbow, and another in the 
back, lodging in the hip. Fireman Mc- 
Dowell was also twice wounded, once 
in the leg and once In the neck. Con- 
ductor Odam was wounded slightly in 
the hand. An alarm was at once given 
here, and a large posse turned out to 
hunt the robbers. Jones was also hit 
with a monkey wrench by the fireman, 
and was so badly hurt that he soon fell 
exhausted. The robber shot by San- 
ders escaped with the others, 

After the robbers fled the train 
backed up to the station and a new 
car was put on, after which it pro- 
ceeded. The whole city was aroused 
by the ringing of the fire bells, and the 
captured bandits were threatened with 
Iynching unless they made a full con- 
fession. It is said the other members 
of the gang are named Charles 
O’Dwyer of this city, James Harding 
of Danville, Ill, and a man named 
Nichols. A man named Martin of Du- 
quoin is in the plot, though he took no 
part IN the robbery. 

O’Dwyer’s house was immediately 
surrounded and surrender demanded. 


His mother -refused to surrender and 


the party watched till daylight, when 
O’Dwyer gave himself up and is now 
in jail with Jones. Searching parties 
are scouring the country for the other 
two. O’Dwyer bears a hard name. 
Jones said this morning to an Associ- 
ated Press reporter that O'Dwyer 
learned the train | would be the most 
profitable to “hold up” of any coming 
to the city.

They found the 
place where he was secreted, and 
dragged him to death. Then, in the 
presence of thousands of excited peo- 
ple on the river bank, they incinerated 
the remains. 

At one time the mob threatened to 
bury the negro in Mayor Trout’s yard. 
Owing to the bitter fecling and ‘threats 
against the Mayor and Capt. 3irl, of 
the militia; they left town.

The match was 
touched to it, and the flames shot up 
rapidly. It was an awful sight. Not long 
afterward the .crowd dispersed, but all 
the morning men, and sometimes an oc- 
ecasional woman, could be seen going 
toward-the place of burning.

A DARING ROBBERY. 


A Main Street Grocer the 
Victim. 


Held Up in His Store by Two 
Masked [len. 


Two Friends and His Wife Witness 
the Deed. 


Police Officer Lennon Wounded by the 
Thieves While Trying to Inter- 
cept Them—The Money 
Loss Light. 

Two masked men, each armed with 
a brace of heavy revolvers, entered the 
general merchandise store of J. M. 
Hamer at the corner of Main and Fif- 
teenth streets last ht, a few mo- 
ments before 10 o’clock, and at the 
point of their guns compelled the pro- 
prietor to open his money till, from 
which they took between $30 and $40 
in coin, and escaped in the darkness. 
Before they did escape, they came in 
contact with Officer John Lennon, and 
‘ten shots were exchanged, one of which 
struck the policeman in the left leg. 
midway between the knee and thigh, 
passing entirely through the fleshy por- 

tion, and inflicting a serious wound. 

The robbery was one of the boldest 

that has been committed in the city 
for many months. 
- It was almost 10 o’clock, and nearly 
time for Mr. Hamer to close his store 
for the night, and he sat at his desk 
chatting with a couple of acquaintances 
before locking up. Mrs. Hamer was 
in the adjoining part of the store, which 
is connected by means of an arched 
doorWay with that portion in which 
the desk is. 

As the proprietor was engaged in con- 
versation, Mrs. Hamer heard a slight 
rattle at the outer door in the side of 
the store. where she then was, and, 
thinking that it was some mischievous 
boys, started to go and order them 
away. Just as she got near the door, 
it was suddenly thrown open, and two 
men stepped inside with their revolvers 
in their hands. 

Mrs. Hamer was too frightened to 
‘make an outcry, and even though she 
had been so inclined, the warning that 
if she did she would be shot, which the 
taller of the men administered in a low 
Lg was sufficient to quiet such * de- 
sire. 


~The men wore ,heavy~ “dusters and 

black masks. 
. As soon as they covered Mr. Hamer 
with their revolvers they moved rap- 
idly up to the arched doorway, and be- 
fore the astonished storekeeper and his 
friends could realize what had hap- 
pened the cold, black muzales of three 
revolvers were staring them in the face 
and the order was given for them to 
throw up their hands. 

This was done, not rapidly, however, 
for the groceryman was game and 
looked about with an idea of “‘bluff- 
ing’”’ off the bold robbers at first, but 
the determined tones in which the sec- 
ond command was uttered left no al- 
ternative but to obey, and all three 
men did as they were ordered. Then 
one of the men ordered Mr. Hamer to 
open the till, and while his compan- 
ion kept the guns oh the three, he went 
through the drawer hurriedly, taking 
everything that it contained in the 
shape of money. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Hamer did not re- 
main as quiet as the robbers evidently 
expected her to do. As soon as she saw 
that they had turned their attention to 
her husband she managed to slip 
through the archway and gain the rear 
doorway opening on the back yard. 

Once in the open air, womanlike, 
she began to call “murder” and “rob- 
bers” at the top of her voice. No one 
heard her but some boys who were 
playing on the other corner of the 
street. 

By this time the masked men had 
secured their booty and. started for the 
front door, one facing backward in or- 
der to keep the storekeeper covered 
and the other toward the entranceway 
to see that the coast was clear. 

But the boys had heard Mrs. Hamer’s 
cries, and at the same moment that 
they started up Officer Lennon came 
strolling along on his beat, and‘ the 
first intimation that he had that there 
was trouble was when one of the ur- 
chins rushed up and called out in an 
excited whisper, ‘Policeman, there’s 
robbers in the store.” 

The officer at once took in the situ- 
ation and rushed toward the store 
docr, almost falling into the arms of 
the foremost robber, who immediately 
opened fire with the revolver in his 
right hand. For a moment Lennon was 
afraid to shoot back for fear of hit- 
ting some of the persons in th store. 
But he proved that his reputation of 
being one of the most courageous offi- 
cers on the force was well deserved by 
standing up*under the hot fire until the 
men got well outside the door and then 
shooting as rapidly as he.could. One 
of the bullets from the mef’s revolvers 
had taken effect in his leg, and the 
wound prevented the officer from fol- 
lowing up the bold desperadoes, as 
such they proved to be, and, although 


| he was sure that he wounded one of 


them, they managed to make their way 
down Fifteenth street for a short dis- 
tance, where a horse and buggy was in 
waiting and started off at a rapid pace. 

The news of the robbery was tele. 
phoned to the central police station ar 
onee, and all of the available men 
were sent. out to endeavor to capture 
the fugitives. 

Officer Lennon was taken to the re. 
ceiving hospital at 10:30 o’clock, where 
Dr. Bryant attended to his injury, 
which was quite serious. In talking of 
the affair the officer said: 

‘Tt all happened so quickly I hardly 
know how it all occurred. I was walk- 
ing north on Main street, on my beat, 
and when I reached the corner of Pif- 
teenth, opposite Mr. Hamer's store, 
heard a woman’s cry, and at the same 
moment a boy rushed up and «said 
that there were robbers in the store. 
I ran across the street at once, and 
Started to go the corner door, 
when I met the foremost robber com- 
ing out. He was a short, heavy fei- 
low, and wore a mask on his face. 
There was a taller man behind, and he 
also wore a mask. I had hardly time 
to see all this when some one callee 
out “robbers! police!’ and the man 
coming toward the door saw me. 1] 
think he also caught a glimpse cf my 
ctar, fo® without the slightest warning 
he began to fire. I couldn't fire back 
then, for if I had I would have most 
likely hit someone inside. He kept on 
firing and advancing at the same time, 
and all at once I felt the sting of a 
bullet in my left leg. "Then, the two 
got on the sidewalk, and  backin»y 
out to the curb I took aim at the 
short man and pulled the trigger. 
am quite sure I hit the fellow, but they 
both got away. I think I fired threc 
times.”’

GAVE UP THE FIGHT. 


Suicide of a Despondent Youth Near Ven- 
tura—Pathetic Letters. 

VENTURA, Sept. 21.—(Special.) C. 
Cc. Burrell, aged about 18 years, com- 
mitted suicide this morning by taking 
strychnine. 

Burrell came to Ventura with J. B. 
Keisey, from Roclwiway, N. J., about 
the list of August, and has been em- 
ployed by Mr. Kelsey on his ranch, 
a few miles east of town, since that 
time. Mr. Kelsey can give no reason 
for the rash act other than desponc- 
ency and homesickness. He was a 
young man-of steady habits, and a 
member of the ethodist ‘Church. 
His relatives‘in Roc away, N. J., were 
telegraphed regarding their desire as to 
the disposition of the body, but 
up to 5 p.m. no reply had been re- 
ceived. He left three letters, one to 
‘Miss Bertha M. Holloway, Rockaway, 
N. J., which was sealed, one to James 
Burrell, Rockaway, N. J., his father, 
and one to J. B. Kelsey. 

The letter to his father is as follows: 

“VENTURA, Sept. 19. 

“Dear Folks at Home: I have come 
to the point at last. I am tired ot 
life. There is nothing but death star. 
ing me in the face as I write this. I 
shall drink the dose and go to bed, I 
suppose, to die. This is a fine country, 
and a man who has more brains d 
will power than I have got coud det 
along very nicely here, but I am too 
weak, both in brain and brawn. It*was 
an insane idea of mine to come to 
California in the condition that I am 
in. Would God I was not the disgrace 
of my family, but such it seems to be. 
Hoying your other boys may live to be 
a blessing to you, I am your lost 
boy. CHARLES C. 

“TIT shall be in my grave by the 
time this reaches you.”’

“Mr. J. B. Kelsey: You have been 
a great friend to me.

What is It? 

The national capital appears to be a 
long ways behind Los Angeies in the 
matter of street transportation, and 
seems, in some respects, to be sur- 
rounded with much of the same at- 
mosphere that enveloped it when it 
was a sleepy Southern town, before the 
war. The Star, in speaking of Wash- 
ington’s street car system, says: ‘‘The 


cars should be clean and at night weil 
lighted. Most of the horse cars-—in 


fact, all of them—are dingy as dungeois | 


after sundown. The lamps, which oc- 
easionally emit sufficient light te pre- 
vent collisions, between outgoing and 
incoming passengers, are filthy and ili- 
smelling, an abiding nuisance of the 
most annoying sort.’’ 

This is surely not a very alluring 
picture of the public conveniences for 
strect travel in that city. That such a 
condition of things can be found at the 
national capital is not calculated to 
impress the foreign visitor very favor- 
ably as regards American enterprise 
and progress. The problem of safe and 


rapid transit has long been solved, 


and modern street cars are models of 
ecmfort and cleanliness, as well as 
swift locomotion. Los Angeles, less 
than two decades old as a truly Ameri- 
can city, has far outstripped the cen- 
tury-old capital of the nation in the fa- 
cilities for street travel. Her many 
lines of electric and cable cars form a 
great network throughout the city, 
crossing and recrossing each other, 
moving with smooth celerity along the 
many lines of track, brilliant at night 
as glowing meteors, telling the story of 
long reaches of. swift-moving cables, or 
the triuntphs of applied electricity. 
Washington, the political center of a 
great continent, is a quarter of a cen- 
tury behind Los Angeles in the appli- 
cation of science to ‘street locomotion, 
and modern inventions as applied to 
street car illumination. The cause of 
this is not so very hard to find. Los 
Angeles is a city of today. The best 


of modern life—its principle of prog- 
ress, may be found here, and there is 
something in the magnificent scale on 
which nature is built here to foster 
advancement, to encourage the spirit 
of invention and hasten the growth of 
modern enterprise. 

Washington has not entirely shaken 
off the old spirit of conservatism that 
dominated it before the days of “‘Boss 
Shepher4a,’’ who was the greatest trans- 
forming power it has ever known. It 
needs another decade of such rule as 
his. The city was torn up from center 
to circumference in his day, and some- 
times it was questioned if order could 
ever be brought out of such chaos. 
The writer of this remembers well the 
upheavals which were wrought and the 
beauty and loveliness which was ulti- 
mately evolved. Rip Van Winkle was 
wakened from his long slumber and 
looked about him in speechless wonder 
at the transformation which had been 
accomplished, which was as great as 
that wrought by the old. Roman Em- 
peror who found Rome a city of brick 
and left it a city of marble. But the 
spirit of modern innovation seé@ms noi 
to have kept pace, in all respects, with 
that of modern invention at the na- 
tional capital. It may look about it 
‘and léarn of far-off’ Los Angeles, lying 
upon the sunset slope of the New 
World, but every pulse astir with prog- 
ress, and with hands reaching out to 
put to practical use the most helpful 
inventions of the age. 

Washington has its palatial homes, 
but they supply less to men's needs 
than many things which we boast of 
and which Washington does .not pos- 
sess. Men live so fast in these modern 
days that everything which accelerates 
travel and saves time has put upon it 
the highest value. Swift locomotion, 
both along the streets of cities and the 
great highways of traffic, is what the 
age.demands. What is there in Amer- 
ica’s capital that prevents its general 
introduction there, and causes to linger 
about it so much of the atmosphere of 
ante-bellum days? It is a city of grand 
thoroughfares, of magnificent parks 
and palatial homes, of royal »public 
buildings and fine art galleries, and 
why is it that the people are content 
with the antiquated horse car, ill- 
smelling “and dingy as dungeons?’’ 
It must have a touch of something 
un-American about it, something of 
the slowness of the ‘‘mossback’’ De- 
mocracy. 


Washington city seems to be suffer- 
ing from a plague of fleas. The Star 
of that city says: 

The driving of sheep through the Iny- 
terior Department building is the latest 
suggestion, as te a means of getting 
rid of the fleas that have located there. 
It is a curious sort of remedy, but it 
seems to be theoretically sound. If it 
can be demonstrated that these insects 
have such a fondness for mutton that 
they will desert the habitations of 
human beings to gratify it no consid- 
erations: of compassion for the sheep 
will have any weight. e 


While the Democratic party was on 
both sides of the war question during 
the rebellion, on both sides «of the 
greenback question, and is on both 
sides of the tariff question, no one 
will question that it has been, and is, 
entirely consistent and one-sided on 
that great question which comes closest 
to its sympathies—the  office-seeking 
and office-holding question. 


No More Free Farms. 

The New York Sun notes the open- 
ing of the Cherokee Strip on the 16th 
of September as the final distribution 
of the nation’s domain. It presents 
tables from census reports showing that 
the acres of cultivated land increased 
from 81,000,000 in 1865 to 195,200,000 in 
1£84, and that in the succeeding nine 
years the additions have only been at 
about the rate of a million a year, and 
during the last four years they have 
averaged less than 500,000 acres a year. 
The proportion of _ those. who seek 
farms is as great now as it ever was, 
and there being no more free farms to 
be had the tide of emigration must 
be turned backward to older sections 
of the country, and to dividing the 
large, unwieldly farms into smaller 
holdings. This has already been done 
to a considerable extent. The whole ef- 
fect of this condensation, the Sun 
thinks, must be to lessen the propor- 
tion of land employed for growing 
staple crops of grain and cotton by 
withdrawing it for the better culture 
and greater care required in gardening 
and small fruit growing. It is very 
unlikely that our grain and cotton 
crops will ever increase as they have 
done. What new acreage is gained in 
the West and Southwest is even now 
offset by withdrawal of land in the 
older section of the country. When the 
50,000 farms That the Cherokee Strip 
may make are added to our cultivated 
area it will furnish food for perhaps 
five months supply to our present pop- 
ulation, which is now increasing at the 
rate of 1,500,000 yearly. This shows 
plainly, within a few years the home 


demand for agricultzral products will 


require all that we can produce. Then 
must come the era of better farming, 
which we have long been hoping for, 
but which has been retarded by the 
competition of large areas of virgin soil 
brought under cultivation. Better 
farming must be the rule to furnish 
food on which the increasing popula- 
tion of this country must live. 

There is another lesson to be drawn 
from this disappearance of public land, 
to which The Times has frequently 
referred. This is the urgent duty of 
the government to take steps without 
delay for the irrigation of the great 
arid lands of the West, which are now 
lying idle and useless. | 


Train Robberies. 

Searcely a week now passes without 
a train robbery. An Eastern exchange 
has the following in regard to. making 
“the punishment fit the erime:’” 

“There are forcible arguments in fa- 
vor of an amendment to ~ the 
Federal criminal code as will make the 
penalty for train robbing much more 
severe than it now is. It is not suffi- 
cient that,the miscreant who enters a 
car and holds up passengers at the 
muzzle of his revolver is sent to the 
penitentiary for a term of years, even 
though no passenger was killed or 
wounded. The robbing of a train might 
well be a capital crime just as arson in 
the first degree is a capital crime in 
New York, and arson in the first de- 
gree consists in setting fire to an oc- 
cupied dwelling-house. A little more 
drastic law against train robbers and 
there would be less robbing.’’ 

In Arizona train robbing is a capital 
offense, and so far, we believe, there 
has been no robbery in that Territory 
since the law was ssed. There are 
various grades of train robbing. The 
man who Pailts a train at the muzzle 
of a shotgun takes, in a measure, his 
life in his. hands, but for the mis- 
creant who displaces a rail and sends 
scores of innocent people to an awful! 
death for the sake of what plunder 
he may gather, hanging is certainly 
too mild a punishment. 


Tke Chinese Question. 

Collector Quinn of San Francisco has 
been making some estimates on the 
amount of money which the Chinese 
have carried or sent out of the country 
during the past thirty years. His fig- 
ures are larger than any which we 
have.yet secn. He estimates that dur- 
ing that period the Chinese have sent 
or taken away to China $810,000,000; and 
to that fact he attributes in a great de- 
gree the scarcity of money in the 
United States at the present time. Be- 
sides this during the thirty years the 
balance of trade between the United 
States anc China has been in favor of 
the latter country, ‘the annual differ- 
ence being about $5,000,000. It is the 
common idea that only silver is taken 
away by the Chinese, but Mr. Quinn 
shows that this is not so. Chinese 
send large sums by way of exchange 
on London banks, which calls for gold. 

Even aftcr making large deductions 
from Mr. Quinn’s estimate the total 
remains a very large one. There is no 
doubt that this constant shipment of 
gold and silver from Caliornia has 
proved a severe drain upon the re- 
sources of the State, and has prevented 
it from progressing as rapidly at it 
would otherwise have done. It would, 
as The Times has frequently stated, 
be an exé¢ellent thing if the Chinese 
laborers now in the State could be sup- 
planted by industrigqus whige men with 
familigg. This, however, cannot be 
done in a moment, or in a year. The 
change must be gradual, To ship the 
Chinese population of the State away 
en masse would do far more harm than 
good. in fact, it. would undoubtedly 
demoralize some of our leading indus- 


‘ 


tries to such an extent that it would 
take them years to recover from the 
shock. If the- time for registration is 


extended and the exclusion act strictly 
enforced 


the Chinese question will 
gradually settle itself. These people 
do not breed in this state; their num- 


bers’ will regularly diminish by death, 


removal to China, and to other parts 


lation of the State is constantly in- 
creasing, so that if the exclusion act 
is strictly enforced the Chinese will, 
within a few years, no longer be an im- 
portant factor in the economy of the 
State. 

Meantime any attempts at violence 
against the Chinese or those who em- 
ploy them can only result in working 
us injury by prejudicing Eastern people 
still more against our reasonable de- 
mands. 


The Dilemma of Railroads. 

An Ohio contemporary presents a nut 
for the railroad men to crack who have 
recently taken to striking in_settlement 
ofetheir wage disputes. According to 
Poor's Manual, operating expenses have 
Steadily increased since 1886, while the 
net earnings have steadily decreased. 
The table, made up of averages, is as

It\ will be observed that the ercess 
earnings were slightly increased, but 
the benefits of such increase were at 
once absorbed, and more, too, by the in- 
crease in operating expenses. In the 
last few months, the gross earnings on 
all railroads have fallen off at an ip- 
palling rate, while the operating ex- 
penses have remained practically the 
same thus. reducing the net earn- 
ings in many cases to nil, or worse 
than that, bringing the gross earnings to 
a point where they did not equal the 
operating expenses, as has been the 
case with many of the Western 1cads. 
Even the reduction of 10 per cent. in 
wages on many of the roads will not 
enable the managers to keep the prop- 
erty out of a receiver's hands. The folly 
of strikes under such circumstances is 
at once apparent. 


It is only within the past few years

influx of Destitute Work- 
ingmen, 


Threatened Invasion by Armies 
of Unemployed. 


Coming Free to California in Loads, 
; by Freight Cars. 


The Opportunity Taken Advantage of by 
Eastern Communities to Unload the 
Vicious Classes on the 
Golden State. 


California is now beginning to suffer 
for its well-advertised prosperity. ‘The 
arrival in this city on Wednesday of 
about seventy-five men from different 
parts of the East, on a freight trani, 
atter having beaten their way, does 
not augur well for the future. -{mmi- 
gration has always been desired by 
this State, but. heretofore the wide bar- 
rier of desert has restricted it to those 
who can afford the expense of travel. 
This latest influx, however, according 
to the story told a reporter last night 
by one of the free excursionists, is not 
of that desirable class. 

These men were picked up all along 
the line, some coming from Minnesota, 
lilinois and other States on the Mis- 
sissippi River, but the greater bulk 
are from Colorado and contiguous ter- 
ritory. Thirty-eight of the original 
party had congregated in Pueblo, but 
Albuquerque seems to have been the 
principal converging point. At this 
place the tourists unexpectedly met 
with an enforcement of the rule that 
no passengers free or otherwise should 
be carried on freight trains. The city 
authcrities, however, found a way out 
of the difficult¥,’ and, according to the 
story, made some arrangement with 
the railroad company to iransport the 
constantly-increasing crowd to Cali- 
fornia. This is not all, but, it is 
claimed, the city authorities “‘let out’ 
about a dozen from the jail. and sent 
them along with the crowd. ' 

Before, however, free transportation 
was thus secured, the crowd of travel- 
ers from all points of the compass se- 
lected as a leader an ex-sheriff from 
Colorado. He made known the de- 
mands of his army, and the Albuquer- 
que city authorities and railroad had 
to submit. Just what arrangements 
were made is not known, but an extra 
car was supplied and the train pro- 
ceeded westward. At Winslow, Ariz., 
another car was, thrown open and filled 
by ‘“‘pick ups’’ before the train arrived 
at Barstow. At this point a deputy 
sheriff stood the crowd off and re« 
fused to allow them to enter San Ber- 
nardino county. Consequently the en<- 
tire army, now swelled to about one 
hundred and sixty, were taken to Mo-. 
jave. Here twenty more were picked 
up and the crowd, thus aug- 
mented, changed tactics and di- 
vided itself. About one hundred fol- 
lewed the Colorado ex-sheriff, and 
proceeded toward San Prancisco, while 
about seventy-five came to Los Ange- 
les. A railroad detective, Who came 
with the ‘‘tourists’’ from Albuquerque, 
proceeded south with the latter crowd. 
Among those who decided to go to 
Los Angeles were many young fel- 
lows and five old “‘peg-legs.”’ 

The reporter then asked what reason 
all these men had for coming to Cali- 
fornia at this time—whether it was 
simply a coincidence or the result of a 
fixed object. The reply was that every 
other part of the country was dead, 
and that the wholesale deportation of 
Chinese from this State would make 
room for thousands of additional work- 
ingmen. It was popularly supposed in 
the East that the heathens were 
strongly entrenched in eyery branch 
of labor on this Coast, and their de- 
parture would open many avenues for 
newcomers. 

Wednesday night and yesterday 
morning the police gathered in ;ixteen 
of the party who could not give a sat- 
isfactory account of themselves, and 
they were locked up in the City Prison. 
The police will keep a sharp iookout, 
and any persons found on the streets at 
night, acting suspiciously, or who can- 
not account for themselves, will be 
promptly arrested and locked up.

Accordingly 150 of them were switched 
off at Hanford this afternoon, the cther 
350 coming on subsequent trains up the 
vallev. The men claim to be from the 
Cherokee Strip, but nothing definite is 
known concerning them.

Fruit-growers Show Little In- 
terest in Co-operation. 


It is Time to Act—A Wagon Road Up Mt. 
Wilson—Pefsonal Notes of In- 
| terest—A Batch of 

> Brevities. 


What are the fruit-growers. of this 
section going to do about organizing 
themselves into a co-operative associa- 
tion for mutual protection and the 
furtherance of their interests? The 
time is ripe for such organization, and 
the conditions that now control the 
marketing of the crop of both citrus 
and deciduous fruits certainly demand 
it. Everywhere growers are heard com- 
plaining about the impossibility of 
making their orchards prove profitable 
as long as the fruit-dealers and the 
commission-men control the situation, 
and yet when a practical scheme is pre- 
sented, whereby the existing unsatis- 
factory state of affairs could be largely 
done away with, these same growers 
manifest a lack of interest that is sim- 
ply inexplicable. 

Several meetings have been held with 
a view to organizing a co-operative as- 
sociation in this district to act in har- 
mony with similar associations, embrac- 
ing the fruit-growers througheut South-:- 
ern California. A constitution and by- 
laws have been drawn up, and adopted 
by a committee of eleven as eminently 
adapted to the conditions and require- 
ments of this section, and all that re- 
mains is for the growers generally 
to manifest a lively interest in the 
matter. so that the association may be 


_ organized without further delay, and in 


time to combine with the district and 
executive orange-growers of Southern 
California. Heretofore less than a 
score of local orange-growers have man- 
ifested the slightest interest in the 
proposition, which has for its sole aim 


_ and object the protection and advance- 


ment of this great industry. Other 
communities are moving and acting. 
So far Pasadena has done nothing that 
really counts. It is a matter that doés 
not admit of further delay. 

DEMAND FOR A WAGON ROAD. 

The suggestion made in the editorial 
columns of The Times on Thursday, to 
the effect: that the supervisors trans- 
form the Mt. Wilson toll road into a 


. Wagon road, meets with unanimous ap- 


proval in Pasadena. There is no more 
popular resort in this region than Camp 
Wilson, near the summit of the famous 
peak having the same name.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Supervisors Again Inspect 
the River Bed. 


Progress of the Work of Straightening the 


Channel—A New Pavilion for the 
Fair—Orange News and 
Notes. 


The Board of Supervisors and County 
Surveyor made another personal in- 
spection of the Santa Ana River bed 
Thursday at points where it is pro- 
posed to protect and straighten the 
banks so us to prevent the overflows 
that have prov to be such a detri- 
ment with the cOming of each winter 
season. The object of the inspection 
was more particularly to decide upon 
the kind of work to be done near the 
Fifth street bridge in Santa Ana, in 
order that the. best. results might be 
obtained with the least expenditure 
of money. An official report of the 
inspection will be made at the meeting 
of the board next Monday. The work, 
preparatory to the construction of the 
jetties, is progressing nicely. Sixty- 
five men were at work Thursday in 
the lower county, when the board vis- 
ited that locality, clearing away the 
brush and making ready for the con- 
struction of the new banks. About 
twenty-five men from this city have 
gone dawn to.go to work, and so ,far 
all have been given an opportunity to 
labor. Fully one and one-half miles of 
the new route for the river is cleared 
of debris now, and it will not be long 
until the work of all the proposed 
change will be done if the matter is 
pushed along as rapidly all the way 
through as it has been begun. 

The following business was trans- 
acted by the board in executive ses- 
sion before it started out on its tour 
of inspection: 

Bids on lumber to be used in the 
work along the river were received 
from the Newport Lumber Company 
and the San Pedro Lumber Company. 
The first company offered rough, mer- 
chantable redwood lumber, assorted 
sizes, at $17 per thousand; eight foot 
redwood 4x4, $15 per thousand, and the 
second company offered rough redwood 
assorted sizes, $17.50 per thousand; eight 
foot redwood 4x4, $14.50 per thousand. 
The contract was awarded to the New- 
port company. 

A NEW PAVILION FOR THE FAIR. 

Spurgeon’s Operahouse will be used 
this year by the Orange County Fair 
Association as a pavilion in which the 
products 6f the soil and the handi- 
work of the residents of the county 
will be exhibited to admiring thousands. 
~ Heretofore the association has always 
used French’s Oerahouse, as it was 
considered the only house in the city 
having sufficient room for the exhibit. 
Arrangements have been made, how- 
ever, so that the same amount of floor 
space has been secured in the new lo- 
cation, and at less than half the ex- 
pense of the former building. 

The center of the main hall in the 
new location will be retained as an 
audience room, and the stage will be 
utilized each evening by local talent 
in a musical or literary programme. 
The exhibit of products will extend 
around the outer portions of the main 
hall, through Armory Hall, and over 
into the large compartments formerly 
occupied by the Orange County Herald. 

The new compartments are not quite 
as conveniently arranged in some re- 
spects as the old location, and again, in 
some ways they are an improvement. 
As a whoie, the new location will quite 
likely prove satisfactory to the public. 

IMPORTANT, IF TRUE. 

(Anaheim Gazette:) It was reported 
yesterday that Claus Spreckels had 
purchased 6000 acres of land on the 
Bixby ranch, west of town, and would 
olant the tract to beets the coming 
season. This means nothing less than 
another sugar refinery for ‘this section. 

The sheep men on the tract have 
been notified to leave, and are now ne- 
gotiating for other pastures, ‘ 

On Tuesday the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives considered the retention of the 
sugar bounty. The feeling among beet 
men here is that the bounty will not be 
disturbed. With this fact assured us, 
negotiations with the co-operative re- 
finery would be put under way at once, 
and with Spreckels’s sugar house, we 
should have two refineries working here 
next year, and, with the crude sugary 
at Artesia, three factories. 

With these enterprises will come en 
electric railroad from this city west- 
ward to the refinery sites.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


A Ghastly Find Near the Mouth 


f Lytle Creek. 


The Decomposed Body of a Murdered Man, 
Supposed to Be.a Miner Named 
George Compton—News 
Notes. 


A ghastly, mysterious and sickening 
find was reported to Coroner Thompson 
yesterday (Thursday.) It was the dead 
and decomposed corpse of an unknown 
man, lying in the brush near the ce- 
ment ditch not far from the mouth of 
Lytle Creek, about ten miles northwest 
of San Bernardino. The Coroner sum- 
moned a jury and proceeded to the 
spot, where he beheld a sickening spec- 
tacle—the body of a man so far decom- 
posed as to be held together only by 
the clothing, the features and figure 
being entirely lost in the dissolution of 
the tissues, the hands only holding 
their shape, though they were dried and 
shriveled. From the position of the 
limbs the mar_-had_ evidently,--been 
killed and thrown into the brush.” The 
left arm was thrown backwerd, behind 
the body as though it had caught in 
the brush, and one leg was thrown out 
over the branches of the brush, as 
though they had these members. 
when the body fell. The head, too, was 
turned to one side and under the body, 
which was lying face down. There was 
no means whatever of determining the 
age of the man, save his size, which 
would indicate a man of average stat- 
ure, and his shaggy brown beard, about 
such as would be grown by a man of 
29 to 35 years of age. Yet it would be 
possible for a man anywhere from 20 
to 45 years of age to have these features 
cf size and beard. From the condi- 
tion of the body it could not have been 
lying there less than two weeks. The 
man wore a pair of denim trousers, 
knit ‘drawers, socks, heavy shoes, a 
flannel shirt and knit flannel under- 
shirt. No hat was found. About his 
neck hung an ammunition bag con- 
taining six or eight loaded No. 12 shot- 
gun shells, and in his hip pocket there 
were three empty shells and a red cot- 
ton handkerchief. No gun could be 
found. The jury returned a verdct to 
the effect that ‘‘deceased came to his 
death from a shot or blow, mashing the 
skull, by a party or parties unknown 
to this jury.’’ The body was brought 
to San Bernardino and buried in the 
sity cemetery. 

There is no clew as to who the mys- 
terious find may be, though it is sug- 


gested” that it might be one George 


Compton, a miner, who has been miss- 
ing for several weeks.

But this route necessitates the 
crossing of the railroad twice, and 
passing for some distance between the 
tracks of the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe, and it goes too far to the 
north. The opening of State street is 
what is wanted. -At the meeting of the 
city trustees on Wednesday night, a 
largely-signed petition .was presented, 
asking that this action be taken, re- 
sulting in a long and earnest discussion 
upon the subject by the trustees, and 
its finally being laid over for one week. 
On Thursday, members of the board 
viewed the territory through which the 
extension of State street to the west- 
ward, as asked for, would pass. The 
route is directly westward to the zanja, 
thence southwesterly along the south 
bank of the zanja to a point opposite 
Citrus avenue, crossing the zanja at 
this point into Citrus avenue. This will 
provide a highway from the middle of 
the Barton tract, by the most direct 
course. to the center of the city. It 
will also give good road connection 
with the territory to the west of the 
Barton tract, and attract trade to Red- 
lands which is now directed toward 
other business centers. As so many are 
interested in the project, and are thor- 
oughly in earnest in their efforts to se- 
cure the road, and as the city trustees 
are inclined to look favorably upon it, 
there is little doubt but the highway 
will be constructed.

WAR IS OVER. 


Southern Pacific 
the Rates. 


Rival Roads Supposed to Have 
Agreed on It. 


Efforts to Put the Northern Pacific 
on Its Feet. 


A Quandary for Railroad Officials—A Rate for 
the Midwinter Fair—General and 
Local Railroad 
Notes. 


A truce is already announced in the 
passenger-rate war over east-bound 
rates. Yesterday afternoon T. ® Du- 
zan, agent for the Burlington route 
here, received.a private telegram from 
the general agent at San Francisco, 
saying that the Southern Pacific wouid 
on October 1, restore the cut passenger 
rates to the old figure. This news was 
received again ifi an Associated Press 
dispatch last evening, saying that the 
company had published such a notice. 
This action will increase the Kansas 
City and Chicago rates from Los Ange- 
les $15, the amount of the cut from the 
$80 rate. It is supposed that this action 
was the result of.an agreement between 
the warring roads, and though the 
Santa Fe is getting the most of the 
traffic, there is not now enough passen- 
ger business to be worth the fight. The 
Southern Pacific will continue to ticket 
passengers by way of El Paso and Fort 
Worth. and make a winter route of, the 
lines that figured in the $15 cut-rate 
surprise. The Santa -Fe will get as 
many passengers at the higher_rates as 
it does at the present one, with in- 
creased revenue. It is probable ‘that 
the general passenger departments of 
both the rival roads will receive their 
first information of the Southern Pa- 
cific notice when this impression of The 
Times reaches them. 

FREIGHT TRAIN TOURISTS. 
As will be seen by reference to an 


article in another column of this paper,- 


the boxcar, brakebeam and blind-bag- 
tourists are already arriving in 
Southern California in such numbers 
as to be almost alarming. It hus been 
, frequently stated in this department 
, that the coming winter would see such 
@ swarm of unemployed and poor peo- 
ple come to this country as was never 
before known. The arrivals in the past 
two days have been surprisihg to the 
most pessimistic prognosticator, not so 
much in point of numbers as in the 
promptness shown in fleeing to a coun- 
/ try of mild climate, good times and 
‘plenty. If crowds of moneyles* men 
can come across this continent now 
i without paying a cent for railroad 
_fare, forcing their way by intimidation 
. of train hands and scorning the pung 
/ representation of the law at division 
points and way stations, what:‘can be 
‘ expected when frost begins to nip the 
hungry. and poverty-stricken unem- 
i ployed yet remaining in the East? As 
‘was shown by the hegira of miners 
: from Colorado to Eastern States, a mob 
one hundred and fifty or two hun- 
.dred determined men can, without 
‘causing any disorder, take possession 
of a train and ride to its destination 
‘in stolid or active defiance of train 
@rews and officers. There is every win- 
‘ter an augmentation of 
. population by migratory and money- 
‘less men who travel by slow’ freight, 
‘but where heretofore they came singly, 
‘in pairs or in very small parties, they 
‘now begin to come by the hundred. 
’ Railroad officials say they are powerless 
.to prevent this wholesale dead-beating, 
;for their train crews usually number 
only about five men, and it is cheaper 
to carry the fellows than to fight them. 
The great number of job-seekers who 
come in this way will be followed later 
* by others who will be able to pay a 
low rate of fare to California, bringing 
wives and children and trusting to 
‘luck to find a means of -subsistence 
: when they reach the promised land.

AN ANGLO-INDIAN VIEW. 


Some of the Merits and Demerits of California 
Touched Upon. 

The Englishman, a daily newspaper 
published at Calcutta, India, in its is- 
sue of August 5 has an editorial of con- 
siderable length and interest in regard 
to inquiries being frequently made by 
retiring Anglo-Indians concerning the 
fitness of California as a plac> of rcsi- 
dence. Owing to this fact, the FEn- 
glishman states, much importance at- 
taches to the official papers and adver- 
tisements relating to the southern por- 
tion of the State, which are now being 
circulated by the United States Consul- 
General. It puts some of the merits 
and demerits of Southern California be- 
fore its readers, as follows: 

“’The information. is chiefly in the 
form of Californian publications, which 
naturally dwell upon the attractions 
offered to settlers, and make little al- 
lusion to the accompanying drawbacks; 
but the actual statistics are no doubt 
thoroughly reliable, and afford materi- 
als for @ most valuable comparison with 
the ‘Australia for Anglo-Indians’ 
scheme, which has been so much dis- 
cussed. Compared with the Island of 
Oceania, California has the great ad- 
vantage of easy communication with 
Europe and immediate connection with 
the civilization of the United States. 
On the other hand, it is under another 
flag, and appertains to the civilization 
of America, which is fast divaricating 
from that of England. So far as cli- 
mata is concerned, Southern California 
will probably bear comparison with 
any place in the world. ly extends 
along the coast of the Pacific for a dis- 
tance of about two hupdred and sev- 
enty miles, with an-average width of 
one hundred and fifty. The great si- 
erra walls in the country from the arid 
inland plain, and there is @ coast range, 
broken at intervals and in places en- 
tirely disappearing, leaving the interiot 
open to the seaw The result is a dry 
and bracing climates of singfilar health+ 


fulness. On .the coast it is cool, even 
in summer, with occasional fogs at 
night. Further: inland , it %ecomes 


warmer, and in places decidedly hot at 
times, though, owing to the dry atmos- 
phere, a temperature of 100 degrees in 
California is said to be less oppressive 
than one of 80 degrees in New York. 
The average temperature ranges trom 
55 degrees. in winter to 70 in 
summer, and it is claimed that, even on 
a winter’s day, a traveler. may break- 
fast on the seashore, after an enjoyable 
dip in the ocean, lunch amid the «ange 
groves, and dine ‘n the snow ‘telds 0! 
the sierras. Water is somewhat scarce; 
and the chief drawbacks are dust in 
the summer and fog in the winter; but, 
upon the whole, the climate is so de- 
lightful that the country is becoming a 
health resort fot invalids from all parts 
of the world.”’ 

The editorial then pictures our grow- 
ing fruit industry of the South, where 
oranges, peaches, grapes and figs flour- 
ish .in profusion. 
are touched upon, together with prices 
of land and living, and the article cton- 
cludes thus: 

“The chief city is Los Angeles, which 
contains about fifty thousand inhabi- 
tants, and is said to be a pleasant 
ylace of residence. A comfortable little 
soe containing from four to six 
rooms in a good neighborhood, within 
a mile or two of the business center of 
Los Angeles, rents for from twenty-five 
to seventy-five rupees a month, and as 
supplies are plentiful, living eannot be 
very expensive, though it is difficult 
to compare the requirements of an An- 
glo-Indian with those of the ordinary 
colonist who has his life before him, 
and the health and strength necessary 
for roughing it. The great question is 
that of domestic service, and here 
reports and advertisements alike are 
provokingly silent. The pay of one 
domestic, servant, indeed, is entered in 
one place as ranging from forty-five to 
120 rupees a month—a scale of remun- 
eration well calculated to discourage 
the most hopeful of would-be Anglo- 
Indian settlers; but nese figures no 
doubt refer only to the rates paid for 
white labor, which is exceedingly 
scarce, Some years ago Chinamen 
were plentiful upon the Pacific Coast. 
and made cheap and excellent domestic 
servants; but the fact that the present 
reports make hardly any allusion to 
the celestial appears to indicate that 
this invatuable member of society has 
succumbed to the legislative warf. 
that has been waged against him. This 
is a point of such vital Importance in 
considering the desirability of Califor- 
nia as a place of residence for retired 
Anglo-Indians that the bureau of in- 
formation in Los Angeles would do a 
useful service in issuing a special bul- 
letin upon the subject.’’
